Held and sit on a roller or plo\v corn 
all morning. One of the worst hard- 
ships I had to undergo was hoeing. 
Many of the seed grains wore so 
small that two of them w<-nt through 
ilie drill at ouce and tlierof-oro some 
of the ears are small. I think 
the 


seed should bi> planted as close as 
the fertility of the soil will allow to 
get -a. good yield 
but two 
grains 


fhould not be planted in one hill. 
Frosts and freezes in the late spring 
are hard on the torn. My corn was 
damaged greatly by the frost. 


In tending my acre I learned more 


nbout raising rom than I had any 
other one year since I came to the 
farm. If you have patience in earing 
for your corn and use the right ini^ 
pleuienls at the right time, you -will 
have a better 
yield. The ground 


should not be broken when it is wet, 
nor plant your corn when it is in the 
sdine condition. Be sure not to select 
your seed corn too early because it 
may not be matured.

siiid either the pig or calf club. I 
had a good yield this year but

•want to increase it next year.
